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FICKEN'S PARDON.,
Jouxy W. Geany, the individual who, anfortn-
nately for the good name of this Comm m-
woanlth, figures as its Govarnor, has, by
granting a pardon to Rishard Ficken and a
remission of the forfeiture of hia bail dis-
graced himself forever ns a man and as an
officer of justios, IMicken's erime was one of
the most ontrageous that he counld have com-
witted, and that he i= nol a murderer is dns
to his good fortune and not to his intentions,
A conviction in open eonrt, and a sentencs to
the penitentiary, even if an execntive pardon
had immediately granted Lis ralease, wara the
least that outraged justice had a right to
demand; but now it can be said with trath
that s0 long as a oriminal is wealthy he can
purchase immunity for his offenses, no
matter how ontrageous they may be, at least
while John W. Geary disgraces the executive
ohair of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania.
This transaction should be the last nail
in the political coffing, not only of Geary,
but of all his aiders and abettora—Attorney-
General F. Onarroll Brewater, William B.

Mann, and Lewis ©O. Cassidy. Attor-
ney-General Brewster's opinion on the
application for pardon is cortainly
s remarkable performance from one

who has himself sat upon the bench,who now
fills the position of the first law officer of the,
Commonwenalth, and who has hitherto borne
a fair reputiition both as a lawyer and as a
man, He conclndes from the evidence pre-

sented to him that, althongh Ficken was
guilty of gross negligence—this is a curious
way of putting it,certainly—he had no inten-
tion of inflicting bodily harm; that he had
been heavily punished—we wonld like to
know how—and that the signatures attachad
to the papers were guarantees of the applioa-
tion. Wa do not see that, for here are soma of
the names of the individuals npon whose recom-
mendation the pardon was ostensibly granted:

—Willian B, Elliott, William MeCandless,

Thomas Ashton, J. T. DPettit, William
Moran, and Representalives Lamon, Damball,

Hagar, Daffy, Cioud, Qaigley, Moonay, Al-
bright, Josephs, and MeGowan,

It will be seen that the Governor and the
Attorney-Cieneral have arrogated to them-
selves the functions of judge and jury, while
Messrs, William B. Mann and Lewis ¢, Cas-
sidy, who figure as Ficken's connsel, have not
merely fulfilled their duties as legal advisers,
but they have busied themselves to defeat the
ends of justice by compounding a felony, as
they were nunder no obligation to do, either as
lawyers or honest men. Mr. Mann is exceed-
ingly desirous of regaining the office of Dis-
triet Attorney, from which he was driven a
few years ago by his disgnsted fellow-citizens,
but he may rest assured that his conmnestion
with the Ficken case has foraver sealed his
bopes in that direction, as it has those of
Mr. Cassidy for any coffice of trust or honor
to which he mnay aspire. The lawyer who
would aid in preventing a great orime from
being punished simply becanse the eriminal
is wealthy and willing to pay handsomaly in
order to keep out of the penitentiary, is
clearly not the right person to fill the office of
public prosecntor of this city and conunty.

As for Geary, we are happy in the belief
that this transaction will finish him politi.
cally, There is a point where patience
ceases to be a virtne; and much as every de-
cent man in the State must have blushed on
acconnt of the vain, weak, and insincers
political trickster who fignres as the Gov-
ernor of this State, nothiog that he has yet
done can equal his granting a pardon to
I'icken under the circumstances he did; snd
this last crowning act of shame ought at least
to secure bis retirement from puablio view for
the balance of his days,

It ia understood that it has cost Ficken
£50,000 to procure this pardon, and it wonld
be interesting to know how the money was
divided. At present all parties concerasd in
procuring the pardon are nnder a just sospi-
cion of having pocketed portions of it.
